The transfer of French prisoners of war to civil labor condi tions 
in Germany is made with the consent of the French governnent by granting 
leave from war captivity. It must be expected from them that they submi 
themselves to the usual labor discipline as obtains in Germany, The wore 
kers on leave take part in spiritual and cultural activities which are 
designed for their rest and relaxation after co! mLetion of work.

The workers on leave receive similar wages as comparable German 
workers.

ALL the steps taken against this remsind tasuccessful. 

It was only after the appointment of Herr Sauckel as Plenipténatisry fer 
Laber Employment that any fundamental changes were made here, 
Mr. Sauckel, against the dire@tives of the Reichsfuehrer SS, brought 
about the removal of the barbed wire surrounding the common billétø 


of the Russian workmen, 


VM 
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increased the food rations te the seme level as that of the other 
foreigners and finally breuzht about the suppression ef the Eastern 
vorkers' contribution. Thus the Eastern workers employed the same 
conditions as all the other nations represented by workers in Germany. 
After this» measures vent into effect it turned eut that the efficiency 
of the Eastern workers was imcreased oni alse that their letters home 
contained fevourable cemments en the living comditions there. It was 
alse Mr. Sauckel,whe, contrary to the Reichsfuehrer's directive, 
succeeded in arranging that female Eastern werk ceuld give birth te their 
children in specially equipped imstitutions, which breught up the 
children. In this cemnectien I refer to the many places in the country 
where the children ef Zastern workers or Polish women were boarded 

eut which the mothers worked in agricultural «establishments. 

It was often difficult for the labor offices te prevail against the 
welfare offices to ebtain the necessary places, as these were eften scarce 
for Cerman children. Abortions were only carried out in agreement with 
the mothers. Furthermore by order of Mr. Sauckel barrack hospitals were 
erected everywhere for foreign workers. 

Should it be true, as mentioned in the press that children were used 
for experiments or even killed, these happenings certainly occussev wi 
without Mr. Sauckel's knowledge. Mr. Sauckel alse regularly issued 
directives to the labor offices, the German Laber Front and also te 

the works managers te the effect that the foreign workers were to 

be treated decently. 


In the same way the Labor Employment staffs were regularly instructed 
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to carry out the recruiting in & decent manner, and to previde 
nadatenance, heating, alse to see that s sufficient supply ef 

straw fer the transportation trains was on hand. 

Bases must alse bè mentioned, where members ef the Labor Employment 
Staffs were called te account for crimes against the population 
and, as in the case ef Regierungs Oberinspektor Heinritz, in 

Minsk, were sentenced to death. In this case a plea for mercy was 
rejected by Mr. Sauckel himself.

There was a permanent order that this office must trans- 
mit such matter personally te the chief ef the Party Chancery (Bormann) 
within 5 minutes. The proper ebservance of this order was controlled by 


the notification on the report ef the hours of reception and transmission. 


Whether Reichsleiter BORMANN himself effected anything else in this matter, 
I do not know. Had he however not been in agreement with the information 
given by me, he would have told me so.
